ROADS PREPARE FOR FIGHT

Washington, Nov. 17 — The heads of 
the great railw ay systems and repre­ 
sentatives of the brotherhoods may be 
called together by President W ilson 
for another conference with a view to 
averting the possibility of a general 
strike. It is said in official circles that 
the suggestion of bringing the railway 
men and the employes together again 
is being seriously considered by the 
President and that the developments 
of the next few days may determine 
whether the conference w ill be called. 
It is known that the President is 
determined to go to any length within 
the bounds of authority to effect a set­ 
tlement of the controversy and avoid 
a s trik 1 of the workmen. 
A further 
conference, it is believed, would tend 
to bring the opposing factions nearer 
to a peaceable settlement and afford a 
basis for final agreetnnt. 
To Be Called Before Congress Meets. 
Ir it should be decided to call the 
conference, it, would hr held before 
the convening of congress 
for 
the 
short session. This follows closely up 
on the semi-official announcement that 
the adm inistration is planning to ask 
congress to make certain changes in 
the Adamson eight hour law, which is 
now the subject of attack in the courts 
by more ilian a dozen of the railw ay 
systems. It is understood 
that 
one 
reason advanced lor another eonf 
cnee is that it would enable the offi­ 
cials to gather additional information 
on the subject which would be useful 
in drafting the proposed changes in 


the law. 
Would Forestall Suits.

U. S. Attorney Suggests One Suit. 


New York. Nov. 17. 
Railroad of 
fieials proceeded with their plans to 
attack the Adamson eight-hour law 
in the federal courts. 
H, Snowden Marshall, U. S. attor­ 
ney for this district, suggested that 
the action of the roads in bringing a 
multitude of suits all over the country 
is unnecessary. II«* suggested that the 
railroad companies might, b> 
acre 
nient with Attorney G» seral Gregory, 
bring a single action. The cas«-, then, 
could be carried quickly to Hie V. S 
supreme court for final adjudication. 


General Strike in Abeyance. 


Minor officials of the "big four” rail-, 
road brotherhoods expressed the opin­ 
ion that the action of the com punie: 
in attacking the Adamson law w ill not 
necessarily bring about the general 
strike which was averted by the pass­ 
age of the act. Only in th** ease of the 
law being declared unconstitutional by 
the supreme court, it was held, would 
Die strike order become Im m ediately 
operative. In any other event, a now 
strike vote would be necessary. 
Representatives of the railroads de­ 
clared that they had no apprehension 
of a strike im m ediately a P e r Jan u ary 
1, when th elaw is scheduled to go in­ 
to effect.

Twig blig ht, as it \* commonly rail­ 
ed 
affects 
principally 
pomaceous 
fruits such as pear, apple, q uince and 
seldom drupaceous frui'H, 
such 
as 
peach, -hurry and plum. 
Blig ht is a bacterial disease and is 
transmitted from one tree to another 
by this bacteria being carried from 
blig hted limbs. In the early 
spring 
months, blig hted limbs 
which hav e 
been allowed ' > remain on pear and 
q uince tree 
r winter, ex ure a wa­ 
tery substance which contain» these 
bac teria. Bees and other insects com* 
iig in contact with thesu g erms trans­ 
mit them to the fruit blossoms pro­ 
ducing what, !» commonly called Lius - 
o in blig ht. Later, biting and Bucking 
in ecih, in piercing the 
ti.-sues 
of 
\oung twig s, transmit the disease to 
these part« . 
It i.> believ ed by plant patholog ist« 
that the bacteria do not live ov er tha 
iormant season in blig hted wood or 
apple, Lut only in diseased wood of 
p a r and q uince. 
This sug g ests the remedy of care­ 
fully cutting from pear and q uince 
trees at beg inning of Spring , all dis­ 
eased wood. If tills is thoroug hly done 
there will be little 
chance 
for 
the 
spread of the disease. After g rowth 
farts some blig ht, will undoubtedly 
appear on these trees and it should 
be promptly remov ed 
and 
burned. 
Commercial pear g rowers 
g o 
ov er 
:i.cir orchards ev ery week or ten day s 
throug hout 
the 
season 
remov ing 
blig hted wood. Thoroug h work of this 
kind will prev ent serious infection In 
remov ing twig or branch alway s cut 
well below the diseased or blackened 
wood. Pruning tools should be steriliz­ 
ed after each cut and the wound also 
treated, if this precaution is riot taken 
there is dang er of transmitting the 
omease by means of the tools should 
ihey come in contact with 
blig hted 
parts. Corrosiv e sublimate is a g ood 
disinfectant. Use one part 
to 
1000 
parts wafer. A spong e or cloth .satu­ 
rated with this solution can be used 
in 11 eating the foole and cut a. 
it Is impractical to try to remov e 
blig hted twig s from lug e apple trees 
during <!>o g rowing season where a 
majority of twig s are affected. 
On 
y oung trees, howev er, it is possible 
and should be done. There is not the 
same dang er of serious injury on ap­ 
ple as on pear because the infection 
seldom ex tends bey ond the 
current 
>ears g rowth and seldom down into 
(he larg e limbs as it does on 
pear. 
'1 he dead twig s enn be remov ed dur­ 
ing the reg ular winter or spring prun 
me There is little 
dang er 
of 
the 
death of apple trees from blig ht. 
It lias been stated that blig ht could 
he prev ented by » pray ing , This is er 
roneous as spray ing is not of much 
due in iontrolling this disease. Some 
protection is g iv en if a strong bor 
deaux mix ture spray is applied just 
as voids are swelling It g iv es a coat 
ng to the ex uding substance contain 
:ii; bacteria and to some ex tent pro- 
l* < ts insects from carry ing these ba< 
lena. The spray is also of some ad 
ioutag e m cov ering
